THE BOOKSELLERS’ LEAGUE. 


WE heartily welcome the Booksellers’ League 
—now entered upon a vigorous existence—to 
the broad field of activity which lies before it. 
It must, if rightly guided and developed, prove 
one of the most effective agencies conceivable 
for the improvement of the rank and file of the 
book trade, and for the development of a spirit 
of true fraternity and mutual help among 
men possessing common aims and common 
interests. The only wonder is that such an 
association should have waited so long to be 
called into existence. The Booksellers’ and 
Stationers’ Provident Association, from which it 
springs, differs from it in being a society for mu- 
tual insurance, not offering or affording (in fact, 
being debarred by its charter) opportunity for 
social intercourse. The benefits derived from 
the parent society have been so many and so im- 
portant that its members have recognized the 
usefulness of an association not purely business, 
which shall serve to bring them into closer 
touch socially with one another, and at the 
Same time offer means of mutual protection 
and advancement. 

The definite ‘‘ objects” of the League, as 
Provided for in its constitution, are ‘‘the 
cultivation of fraternal relations of its members 
and the furthering of the interests of their re- 
spective callings.” This is a broad basis, of- 
fering scope for almost unlimited development, 


expansion and improvement. The foundations 
of the society are well laid; it remains to be seen 
how fair and useful a structure may be erected 
upon them. While still in its infancy, the 
League, like most children, will probably find 
its chief employment in play; but, as it attains a 
larger growth, there can be little doubt that its 
scope will be widened, that it will set itself the 
work of remedying old evils, and that it will be 
a potent factor in raising the standards of the 
trade to the high level that all seek and few 
attain. It is, as has been said before in this. 
connection, a remarkable fact that the book- 
trade of this country has never-had a definite 
organization, social and official. If the nine- 
teenth century has proved anything, it has 
proved the value and importance of such organ- 
izations to their members, and their power as a 
lever upon existing conditions. Little can be 
done single-handed ; much is possible by con- 
certed action. In a different sense from the 
scriptural injunction, ‘‘ it is not good for man to 
be alone,” and every thinking person recog- 
nizes at once that nowhere do we find such 
inspiration, help and encouragement as in 
mingling with people of kindred aims and ex- 
changing suggestions and ideas. This is the 
raison d@ étre of the League; and with so good a 
‘* first cause ” there is no reason why it should 
not thrive and prosper beyond the modest 
plans of its organizers. 





The Critic, in its issue for February 9, prints 
the statistics compiled by THE PUBLISHERS’ 
WEEKLY of the output of the books for the year 
1894, which show a decrease of 650 volumes 
compared with 1893, andthen claims that ‘‘ 7he 
Critic’s record shows no such discrepancy be- 
tween the two years. The number of publica- 
tions received for review in 1893 was 2319; in 
1894 it was 2317—a difference of only two. The 
number of publications noticed in 1894 was less 
by three than the number noticed in 1893.” If 
The Critic had taken the trouble to sift our 
Statistics it might have arrived at the conclusion 
that our results and its own do not vary so con- 
siderably as itseems to think. The difference 
between the books actually received by us in 
1893 and 1894 was less than ten, though 
we outnumbered the books received by 
The Critic by 122. The difference in the 
totals occurs in the books published by houses 
who do not, as a rule, send their publica- 
tions to the press, and of these, so far as we 
have been able to determine, at least 600 
less were issued in 1894 than in 1893. The 
‘‘moral”’ of our own observation seems to be 
that while the activity of the regular publishing 
trade was unabated, minor or occasional publish. 
ing fell off. 
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THE BOOKSELLERS’ LEAGUE. 


On the evening of February 9g, about thirty 
members of the book and stationery trades met 
in one of the rooms at 115-117 West Twenty- 
third Street, New York City, to ratify the work 
of the Organizing Committee of The Book- 
sellers’ League, and to take action to call that 
organization into official existence. At 8:30 P.M. 
Mr. J. N. Wing, of Charles Scribner’s Sons, 
called the meeting to order, and was by it 
chosen to act astemporary chairman. Messrs. 
A. Growoll, of THz PuBLISHERS’ WEEKLY, and 
C. E. Savage, of G. P. Putnam’s Sons, were 
chosen to act as temporary secretary and 
treasurer respectively. 


Mr. Wing, after these preliminaries had been 
settled, called the attention of the meeting to 
the fact that 125 names had been promptly 
signed to the original prospectus of The Book- 
sellers’ League (first named The Booksellers 
and Stationers’ League, but abbreviated to 
avoid confusing the new organization with the 
older Booksellers’ and Stationers’ Provident 
Association), which, so far as he was aware, is 
the first attempt in this country to call those 
employed in the book and stationery trades to- 
gether to enjoy themselves socially. While this 
was the first object of the projectors of the 
League, he hoped that in time its scope would 
be widened and that it might be instrumental 
in elevating the standard of clerks in the profes- 
sions with which the members of the League 
are connected. He for one was of the opinion 
that, as the field of the bookseller was year by 
year becoming more limited, so that he was less 
able to pull up his stakes and try his fortunes 
in a new and growing community, it was also 
becoming more and more necessary that he get 
the proper instruction and develop to the 
fullest extent his knowledge of his profession; 
the time therefore seemed ripe for an organiza- 
tion that would offer the means for mutual pro- 
tection and advancement, as well as provide 
education through lectures and practical in- 
struction by acknowledged masters; and he 
hoped that the Booksellers’ League which those 
present were about to call into life might be 
developed along these lines. 


The secretary was then called upon to read 
the following Constitution, which, with the ex- 
ception of a few minor corrections, was adopted 
by the meeting : 


CONSTITUTION, 


ARTICLE I. 
Name. 
Sec. J.—The name of this Society shall be 
THE BOOKSELLERS’ LEAGUE. 


Sec. JJ.—The headquarters of the League 
shall be in the City of New York. 


ARTICLE II. 
Objects. 


The objects of the League are the cultivation 
of fraternal relations of its members and fur- 
thering the interests of their respective callings, 
in such manner as the League may from time 
to time decide. 
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ARTICLE Ill. 
Membership. 


Persons more than eighteen years of age, 
of good moral character, connected with the 
book and stationery trades, and associate 
branches, and such other persons as the Board 
of Managers may deem proper to admit, may 
become members. 


ARTICLE IV. 
Dues. 


Sec. J.—The dues shall be at the rate of 
twenty-five cents per month, payable semi- 
annually in advance; on the first days of April 
and October. 


Sec. JJ.—Any member who shall be in arrears 
for dues for more than six months, shall be 
considered as having withdrawn from the 
League, and the Board of Managers, upon the 
report of the Treasurer, shall order the name 
of the delinquent member stricken from the 
roll of membership. 


ARTICLE V. 
Officers. 


The officers of the League shall be a Presi- 
dent, a First Vice-President, a Second Vice- 
President, a Secretary, and a Treasurer. 

They shall hold office for one year and until 
their successors are elected. 

Only persons directly connected with the 
book or stationery trades or associate branches 
shall be elected to any office in the League. 


ARTICLE VI. 
President. 


Sec. J.—The President shall preside at all 
meetings of the League, and of the Board of 
Managers. 

He may at any time call a special meeting of 
the League, and it shall be his duty to call 
special meetings of the League whenever at 
least twenty-five members shall in writing re- 
quest him so to do. 


Sec. J/.—If for any reason the President shall 
be unable to act, his duties shall be performed 
by the First Vice-President, and in case of in- 
ability to act on the part of the latter, by the 
Second Vice-President. 


Sec. J77.—The President shall, with the Sec- 
retary, sign all written contracts and obliga- 
tions of the League. 

He shall perform such other duties as the 
Board of Managers may assign to him. 

The President shall be ex-officio a member of 
all League committees. 


ARTICLE VII. 
Secretary. 


The Secretary shall mail notices of all meet- 
ings of the League and of the Board of Manr- 
agers, and shall keep minutes of such meetings, 
and shall conduct the correspondence of the 
League. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


Treasurer. 


Sec. J.—The Treasurer shall collect all dues 
and fees. 

He shall disburse such moneys only in pay- 
ment of bills which shall have been approve 
by the Board of Managers. 

He shall keep the accounts of the Leagut, 
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and report thereon at each regular meeting of 
the Board of Managers. 


Sec. JJ.—He shall give satisfactory security, 
in such amount as the Board of Managers may 
direct, entered into by two or more responsible 
bondsmen, for the faithful performance of his 
duties. 

Sec. JJ7.—At the expiration of his term of 
office he shall submit to the Board of Managers 
in writing a final report with vouchers. 


Sec. ]V.—He shall notify persons elected to 
membership of their election, and shall certify 
to the Secretary the names of all newly elected 
members as soon as they shall have paid their 
dues. 


ARTICLE IX. 
Board of Managers. 


Sec. J.—There shall be a Board of Managers 
consisting of twenty-four members. 

They shall have general charge, manage- 
ment, and control of the affairs, funds, and 
property of the League; and shall authorize 
and control all expenditures. 


Sec. J/,—They shall have full power; and it 
shall be their duty to carry out the aims and 
objects of the League in accordance with the 
letter and spirit of this Constitution. 


Sec. JJ7.—At the first meeting of the League 
held, a President and twenty-four members of 
a Board of Managers shall be elected by ballot. 
The members of the Board, irrespective of the 
President, shall divide their number into three 
classes of eight members each, and the term of 
office of these classes shall be respectively one, 
two, and three years, and until their successors 
are elected. 


Sec. 7V.—Thereafter at each Annual Meeting 
of the League, a President, and eight managers 
to replace the outgoing eight, shall be elected 
by ballot, and their term of office shall be three 
years and until their successors are elected. In 
such elections a majority of the votes shall be 
necessary to elect. 


Sec. V.i— Vacancies that shall occur in any 
class shall be filled by the Board for the un- 
expired term. 


Sec. V/.—The Board of Managers as soon as 
may be after each Annual Meeting shall elect 
from its own members a First Vice-President, 
a Second Vice-President, a Secretary and a 
Treasurer. 


Sec. VII.—The Board of Managers shall at 
each Annual Meeting submit in writing a 
general report of the affairs of the League, 
together with the report of the Treasurer for 
the past year, and an estimate for the coming 
year. 


Sec. V7/J.—The Board of Managers shall hold 
regular monthly meetings, except during the 
months of June, July and August. 

Special meetings may be called at any time 
by the President. 

Eight Managers shall constitute a quorum. 

j Sec. JX.—Any member who shall be absent 
rom three consecutive meetings of the Board 

 < being excused, shall be deemed as 
aving tendered his resignation as Manager. 


Sec. X.—The Board of Managers shall pre- 


pare and enforce rules regulating the League 
rooms. 


The Board shall also prescribe rules for the 
admission of strangers to the privileges of the 
League rooms. 


Sec. XJ.—The Board shall have power to 
make rules for its own government, and to 
prescribe and enforce penalties for violation of 
the same. 


Sec. XJJ.—The Board shall pass and vote 
upon all applications for membership. Three 
negative votes shall suffice for the rejection of 
a candidate. 


ARTICLE X. 
Meetings. 


Sec. J.—There shall be an Annual Meeting 
of the League which shall be held the first 
Friday in March. 


Sec. J[.—The Board of Managers may at any 
time, and the President shall upon the written 
request of at least twenty-five members, call a 
special meeting of the League, which request, as 
also the notice of any special meeting, shall 
state the object for which the meeting is called. 
At special meetings no subject not so stated in 
the notice shall be considered. 


Sec. JI/.—Notices of all meetings of the 
League shall be mailed, at least 3 days before 
such meeting, to all members at their addresses 
as given in the League book. 


Sec. [V.—Thirty members shall constitute a 
quorum at any meeting of the League: but no 
amendment to the Constitution shall be con- 
sidered at which less than forty members are 
present. 


Sec. V.—No person not a member of the 
League shall be present at any business meeting 
of the League. 


ARTICLE XI. 
Commtttees. 


Sec. J.—There shall be the following com- 
mittees : 
1st. A House Committee. 
2d. An Entertainment Committee. 
3d. A Finance and Auditing Committee. 


Sec. J[.—All committees shall be appointed 
by the President with the advice and consent 
of the Board of Managers, as soon as may be 
after the Annual Meeting in each year. 

Each Committee shall consist of three or more 
members: one of whom—the chairman—shall 
be a Manager. 


Sec. J17.—The Board of Managers may create, 
and the President, with the advice and consent 
of the Board, appoint such other committees, 
as may be deemed necessary. 


Sec. JV.—Any member of any standing, or 
other committee may at any time be removed 
from office at any meeting of the Board of 
Managers. 


House Committee. 


Sec. V.—The House Committee, subject to 
direction and control of the Board of Managers, 
shall have charge of the League rooms ; it shall 
appoint and discharge employees, receive com- 
plaints of members and report upon such com- 
plaints to the Board. 
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Entertainment Committee. 


Sec. V7.—The Entertainment Committee shall 
provide for the delivery of addresses, lectures 
and essays, and determine what musical, liter- 
ary or other entertainment shall be furnished 
at the League meetings. 

Finance and Auditing Committee. 

Sec. Vi/.—The Finance and Auditing Com- 
mittee shall audit the account of the Treasurer 
quarterly and report tothe Board of Managers. 

This Committee may also act as a Finance 
Committee with such powers and duties as the 
Board of Managers may prescribe. 

Sec. VZII.,—The committees shall incur no 
indebtedness except such as shall be authorized 
by the Board of Managers. 


ARTICLE XII. 


Amendments. 

This Constitution may be amended at any 
Annual Meeting of the League by a two-thirds 
vote of the members present. Notices of pro- 
posed amendments shall be furnished the 
Secretary at least thirty days before the meet- 
ing at which it is proposed to consider them, 
and the Secretary shall cause copies of such 
proposed amendments to be sent to each mem- 
ber with the notices of meeting, at least twenty 
days before such meeting. 


The meeting then proceeded to elect a presi- 
dent anda board of managers. Mr. J. N. Wing 
was the sole candidate for the presidency and 
his choice was unanimous, the secretary being 
instructed to cast one ballot. The following 
were elected members of the board of man- 
agers :

STATIONERS’ BOARD OF TRADE. 
FIFTEENTH ANNUAL DINNER. 


On Thursday evening of the 7th inst., up- 
wards of one hundred members of the Sta- 
tioners’ Board of Trade and their guests sat 
down in Delmonico’s cosey banquet hall to en- 
joy the fifteenth annual dinner provided by 
the Board. The room was tastefully decorated 
with flags, festoons of evergreen, and potted 
plants. At the guests’ table, presided over by 
the president, Charles T. Dillingham, sat 
Messrs. A. C. Barnes, Edmund Routledge, 
W. H. Parsons, Murat Halstead, J. A. Taylor, 
J. S. Page, C. W. Dayton, Postmaster of New 
York City, and J. H. Kitchen. The other tables, 
five in number, were presided over by Messrs, 
P. Farrelly, Chas, McLoughlin, H. C. Bain- 
bridge, and Andrew J. C. Foye, who also 
formed the Dinner Committee. 

After the cloth had been removed Mr. Dilling- 
ham introduced the first speaker of the evening, 
Mr. A. C. Barnes, with the following remarks: 
‘* This evening we have met for our fifteenth 
annual dinner. In the years 1893 and 1894 the 
dinner was omitted because of the depression 
in business, and I desire to congratulate you, 
gentlemen, that you are in such spirit and feel- 
ing that you can have adinner in 1895. Owing 
to the grip and to unavoidable business many 
invited guests have been kept away. Those 
who are here make up in quality for the lack in 
quantity. Some of them have consented to 
address you on subjects which will be an- 
nounced, and I bespeak for them your close 
Gen. A. C. Barnes willaddress you 
on the ‘ Publisher as Related to the Stationer.’” 

Mr. Barnes in a happy manner described the 
difficulties and amenities of the life of a pub- 
lisher—especially that of a school-book pub- 
lisher—concluding his address with: ‘‘ Let us 
recur for one instant to those pleasing scenes 
where the publisher, notwithstanding his bad 
name, wanders hand in hand with his brother, 
the author, and the other brother, the patron. 
I wish time would suffice to chant the glories 
of the gentle patron in all his range from 
bibliophile to bibliofool. You know them all 
and they all pay in the same currency, what- 
ever they may do with their acquisitions. In 
his best estate the bookbuyer is a noble creature, 
entitled not only to our gratitude but to our 
highest respect and admiration. In closing let 
me quote to you atribute paid by one of the 
most distinguished of those who have blest the 
earth and gone to their reward. It is: ‘In 
affectionate remembrance of Henry Stevens, a 
lover of books, the volume of whose earthly 
career was closed February 28, 1886, and 
another book was opened, which is the book 
of life.’”’ 

Mr. Edmund Routledge’s remarks were 
chiefly complimentary to his American col- 
leagues and American institutions. Among 
other things he said: ‘‘After a knowledge of 
forty years of America, let me say that there |S 
one great and important thing in which I find 
no change whatever, and that is the welcome 
always accorded to the Englishman who visits 
your shores. It occurs to me that as long as 
Englishmen come over here they are bound to 
be received with open arms, and bound to 8° 
back to the other side imbued with the highest 
respect for everything and everybody that they 
see, and flattered as they ought to be by the 1” 
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variable kindness and hospitality that they 
receive at your hands.” 

Mr. Halstead was the next speaker, and was 
followed by Mr. John A. Taylor, who very wit- 
tily and good-naturedly dissected the remarks of 
Messrs. Barnes and Halstead, giving rise to 
bursts of laughter and applause. Among the 
other speakers were J. Seaver Page, Charles W. 
Dayton and John H. Kitchen, all contributing 


.to the rounding out of a very enjoyable even- 


ing. ° 

The Stationers’ Board of Trade has grown to 
be an organization of some importance in the 
book and stationery trades, and will no doubt 
grow more rapidly as the disadvantages under 
which it has labored are entirely overcome, and 
its increase in numbers warrants a larger out- 
lay in obtaining reports as to the standing of 
all dealers concerning whom inquiry may be 
made. It is the ambition of the present officers 
and managers of the Board to extend its useful- 
ness beyond that of a mere information and col- 
lection agency; in other words, while guarding 
the lesser material interests of its membership, 
to elevate also the status of the trades it rep- 
resents. The Board already includes the best 
and most important houses in both the book 
and stationery lines, and its advance on the 
lines indicated should bea matter of very short 
time. 





ENGLISH VIEWS ON THE EFFECTS OF 
THE COPYRIGHT LAW. 


THE series of interviews with leading Ameri- 
can publishers and men of letters, regarding 
the effect of the International Copyright Law 
upon American authors, which appeared re- 
cently in the New York 7Zimes, has been made 
the basis of a concensus of English opinions 
upon the same subject. Harold Frederic, the 
London correspondent of the 7imes, contributes 
to the issue of February 10 a long article, giving 
representative comment on the subject from 
leading English writers and publishers. The 
gist of the various opinions, as nearly as they 
can be summed up, seems to be that the copy- 
right law has benefited both American and Eng- 
lish authors; that it has not diminished the 
popularity of English books in America, as it 
was thought it would ; that it has greatly im- 
proved the opportunities of the American 
author on his native heath, and that the success 
of an American writer's work depends largely 
upon its quality—in America, that is, for in 
England American books have as yet, with few 
notable exceptions, little vogue. Mr. Frederic’s 
own conclusions are that English fiction is 
more popular in this country, where it out- 
ranks American fiction, this being ‘‘the pen 
alty we pay for our career of piracy,” due ‘to 
the fact that up to a few years ago go odd per 
cent. of the fiction read in the United States 
was English.”” This has resulted in making 
English fiction, even when intensely ‘‘ local” 
in tone, familiar and agreeable to American 
readers, while on the other hand American 
fiction has made very little progress in Great 
Britain. 

Among the contributors to the Zimes’ sym- 
posium are Walter Besant, Conan Doyle, 
Joseph Hatton, Anthony Hope, W. Heinemann, 
and Robert Barr. 

Conan Doyle thinks that it will be impossible 
to judge fairly of the effects of the law until it 


has had a fair trial, of at leastten years. ‘‘ No 
one,” he says, ‘‘can travel through the States 
and notice the great interest in literature, and 
also the gradual growth of a leisured class, with- 
out. being sure that a great crop of native 
authors must spring up.” 

Mr. Heinemann, who looks at the subject from 
a publisher’s standpoint, says that the law has 
undeniably benefited both American and Eng- 
lish writers, and if books by American authors 
have not sold as well in 1894 as in previous 
years ‘‘the only deduction to be drawn from 
that fact is that probably they have not produced 
as good books as the English authors have. 
Next year the thing may be reversed, and they 
may sell ever so many more.” 

The most vigorous and entertaining of the 
expressions of opinion is that of Robert Barr, 
editor of the /d/er and author of several books 
known to most novel readers. He says: ‘‘ The 
American public has been raised upon pur- 
loined ten-cent volumes by British authors, and 
of course it is not going to change its food sud- 
denly because a reasonably honest copyright 
law has been passed in Washington. Some 
generations hence I have hopes that a public 
will rise in America that will appreciate an 
American book. New York publishers tell me 
that nobody in the United States wants an 
American book, and as England has a mind of 
its own, and consequently does not look to any 
other country for its literature, the unfortunate 
American author finds himself practically with- 
out readers. But English authors are not the 
enemies of the American authors. The Ameri- 
can author’s worst foesare,as Mr. James Whit- 
comb Riley says, ‘Right here to hum.’ The 
tremendous odds against which the American 
author has to contend are, first, the Angloma- 
niac American publishers, and, second, the 
Anglomaniac American critics. So far as the 
American author is concerned, the literary 
papers of America are more Anglomaniac than 
the Sunday papers, and the monthly magazines 
have for years been hopelessly English.” All 
of which is decidedly interesting, although Mr. 
Barr’s sympathy for his persecuted confrére 
across seas seems to us somewhat out of pro- 
portion to the need. 





THE REMAINDER SALE. 


THE CLEARANCE AND REMAINDER SALE at 
Bangs & Co.’s started off on the morning of 
the 12th inst. with a fair representation of buy- 
ers who had come from nearly all the large 
Eastern cities, notwithstanding the obstruction 
to travel and the inclement weather. Among the 
out-of-town buyers we noticed W. H. Lowder- 
milk, of Washington, D. C.; J. McDonough, 
and E. A. Werner, of Albany; Mr. Snider, of 
Wanamaker'’s, and J. J. McVey, George Rigby, 
John Highlands, and a_ representative of 
Leary’s; all of Philadelphia ; Charles E. Lau- 
riat, of Estes & Lauriat, representatives of R. 
H. White & Co., Larrabie & Co., and Chas E. 
Brown, all of Boston. Among the city buyers 
were a number of the ‘‘stand-bys” of the old 
trade sales, The bidding was lively and the 
prices, up to the time of our going to press, un- 
expectedly good. Even the plates that were 
offered fetched fairly good, in some cases ex- 
cellent, prices. Ina future issue we shall give 
a list of the plates sold, and the names of the 
purchasers. 
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THE PROPOSED EPISCOPAL CHURCH 
PUBLISHING HOUSE. 


THE scheme for establishing an Episcopal 
Church Publishing and Printing Company does 
not seem to meet with the wide-spread endorse- 
ment that it was hoped the proposition would 
receive. This company, its promoters urged, 
provided it secured the entire patronage of the 
Church, would be enabled to pay an annual in- 
come ‘of not less than six per cent. to the 
purchasers of shares. The entire surplus 
earned yearly over six per cent. would be 
given to the fund for the relief of widows and 
orphans of clergymen, and of aged, infirm, 
and disabled clergymen. It was argued that 
the Methodist, Baptist, Congregational, Pres- 
byterian, and other denominations have their 
own publishing houses in successful operation. 

Mr. John R. Beecroft, of the Century Com- 
pany, said to a representative of the New 
York Sun this week: ‘‘ The scheme is chimeri- 
cal, in my estimation, and will result in prob- 
able loss to the investors. The promoters 
lay great stress upon the success of the 
Methodist Book Concern. Now, according 
to the figures before me, that wonderful es- 
tablishment paid a profit of less than four 
per cent. on $2,000,000. If, therefore, the 
Methodist Church, with all its machinery, is 
not able to pay more than four percent., where 
will this new enterprise be, with its six per 
cent. to stockholders, to say nothing of the 
residue which is to go to one of the great 
charities of the Church ?” 

From the fact that some of the meetings of 
those interested in the scheme have been held 
in the rooms of the Church Club, the enterprise 
has apparently received the support of that 
organization. Concerning that phase of the 
question, Mr. Ludlow Ogden, the president of 
the Church Club, has written us as follows:

‘THE DUODECIMOS.” 


A cLuB of twelve book-lovers calling them- 
selves ‘‘ The Duodecimos,” writes Mr. Arthur 
Stedman to Zhe Dial, ‘‘ has just done an act of 
piety to the memory of Benjamin Franklin by 
reproducing in fac-simile Poor Richard’s Al- 
manac for 1733, from the only known copy of 
the original, in the Pennsylvania Historical 
Society’s collection at Philadelphia. The fac- 
simile is printed on a hand-press made in Phila- 
delphia before 1800, ink-balls being used in the 
primitive way; the paper is genuine eighteenth- 
century handmade such as Franklin may have 
used, but with a little of that ‘ wilful waste’ of 
margin which the philosopher believed made 
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‘woful want.’ An introduction by the Hon. 
John Bigelow—in which is reprinted for the 
first time the diverting correspondence between 
Franklin and his chief competitor in the almanac 
business, one Titan Leeds—is printed in a mod- 
ern type cast expressly for the purpose, on a 
handmade paper bearing the club’s water- 
marked devices. The frontispiece is a portrait 
of Franklin etched by Thomas Johnson from 
the Duplessis pastel in Mr. Bigelow’s possession; 
and interspersed with the text are thirteen other 
portraits of Franklin, apocryphal and otherwise, 
with notes thereon, reproduced in artotype by 
the Bierstadt process. One hundred and forty- 
four copies only are printed, twelve on vellum 
for the members, and one hundred and thirty- 
two on paper, which have been sold to subscri- 
bers. To insure absolute fidelity, all quotations 
have been verified by comparison with the origi- 
nal issue—complete files of which, dating from 
1733 to 1758 (Franklin’s period), have been lo- 
cated, with the exception of the issue for 1735, 
which is nowhere to be found. No pains or 
expense has been spared by the club (which is 
not a money-making enterprise) to make their 
first venture a success, and the DeVinne Press 
has produced a book which for typographical 
excellence and good taste reflects credit upon 
itself and upon ‘ The Duodecimos.’” 





COPYRIGHT MATTERS. 


AGITATION IN FAVOR OF CANADIAN COPY- 
RIGHT. 


A DEPUTATION of the Copyright Association 
of Canada, consisting of the following gentle- 
men: D. A. Rose, vice-president; Mr. R. T. 
Lancefield, honorary secretary; Messrs. A. F. 
Rutter, R. L. Patterson, A. S. Irving, James 
Murray, D. T. McAinsh, Alex. Buntin, R. 
Southam, H. C. McLean, Wm. Brice, W. L. 
Billings, James Bain, jr., J. T. Johnston, W. A. 
Weldon, F. J. Campbell, and. John R. Barber. 
The deputation was accompanied by Lieut-Col. 
F. C. Denison, M.P., and Mr. W. F. Maclean, 
M.P., waited on Sir Mackenzie Bowell and Sir 
Charles Tupper, of the Dominion Cabinet, in 
Toronto, February 7, and asked that the 
Government enforce the Canadian Copyright 
act, notwithstanding the objection of English 
publishers. It wasclaimed that the present state 
of affairs has resulted in the almost total anni- 
hilation of the Canadian book publishing busi- 
ness; that the paper manufacturing business 
has also been injured immensely owing to the 
imperial act, which is practically prohibitive; 
and that the English and American publishers 
are trying to suppress one of the largest and 
most extensive industries of this country. 

Premier Bowell said: ‘‘ We believe that con- 
federation gives us control over copyright. 
We must stand by our own act if we are to 
maintain our rights. As far as possible we must 
get protection for the Canadians. In reference 
to bringing the present law into force, we have 
promised long ago that we will not do so until 
the whole matter has had the fullest consider- 
ation in the Colonial Office.” 

Sir Charles Tupper, said: ‘‘ If the contention 
of the imperial authorities is correct, the Cana- 
dian Confederation act is so much waste paper, 
and we have not responsible government. We 
are going to fight out the question on these 
lines.” 
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OBITUARY NOTES. 


J. K. Hoyt, who was for many years engaged 
in editorial and literary work, died at the house 
of a relative in Plainfield, N. J., on the 8th 
inst., aged sixty-nine. Mr. Hoyt was born in 
New Jersey, and began business in New Or- 
leans as a factor for plantations, amassing a 
fortune, which he afterwards lost. He was also 
in the hardware business in New York City. 
He became editorof Zhe New Brunswick (N. J.) 
Times, and afterwards edited 7he Journal, Ad- 
vertiser and Times in Newark. About twenty 
years ago he removed to Florida. He made 
the first translation of Jules Verne’s ‘‘ Journey 
to the Moon,” and with the assistance of Anna 
L. Ward compiled ‘‘The Cyclopedia of Prac- 
tical Quotations,” published by the Funk & 
Wagnalls Co. 


GEORGE W. WooDWARD, bookseller and sta™ 
tioner, Louisville, Ky., whose death occurred 
January 22, was sixty-seven yearsold. He was 
a native of Boston, Mass., where he married 
Christina Anderson, who survives him. There 
were four children, of whom but one survives. 
About sixteen years ago Mr. Woodward re- 
moved to Louisville, Ky., where he opened 
a second-hand book-store on Jefferson Street. 
The book-store was in the second story of an 
old private residence, and as he dealt largely 
in interesting old books, scrap-books, relics, 
etc., the place became widely patronized. He 
afterwards removed to one of the stores be- 
longing to the Polytechnic Society. He was 
quite successful in his business, and of late 
years had been carrying a line of fine books and 
stationery, while he had confined the second- 
hand trade exclusively to school-books. 


CHARLES GAYARRE, the Louisiana historian, 
died on the r1th inst. in New Orleans. He was 
probably one of the most widely known of lit- 
erary men inthe South. He was bornin New 
Orleans Jan. 9, 1805, and was educated in the 
classics in Louisiana and in law at Philadelphia. 
He practised law in New Orleans, and in 1831 
was appointed Deputy Attorney-General. The 
following year he was elected Judge of the City 
Court. About the same time he was sent to the 
State Legislature, of which he was a member 
for several terms, and which body, in 1835, elect- 
ed himto a seat in the United States Senate. 
This position he never assumed, owing to an 
illness which necessitated his resigning the 
honor. After that time Judge Gayarre devoted 
himself to law and literature. His history of 
Louisiana, published about fifteen years before 
the war, is his best-known work. His other 
well-known works are ‘‘A Romance of the 
History of Louisiana,” ‘‘ History of Philip 1.,” 
and two works of fiction, ‘‘ Aubert Dubayet” 
and ‘‘ Fernando Lelanos.” In late years he was 
a constant contributor of historical articles to 
the monthly magazines.

Dr. Conan A. DOYLE will write for the Sirand 
a new series of short stories, to be entitled ‘‘ The 
Adventures of Brigadier Gerard,” the hero of 
which is a cavalry officer in Napoleon’s Grand 
Army. 


CoNnaAN Doy Le thinks he has a worthy suc- 
cessor to ‘‘Sherlock Holmes” in the new 
character which is the central figure of his new 
‘Adventures of Brigadier Gerard,” a series 
which is about to commence in Zhe Strana 
Magazine, the same periodical in which ‘‘ Sher- 
lock Holmes” made his first bow to the public. 


AN ‘‘Authors’ Afternoon” will be given on 
the 20th inst. by Miss Mary S. Thompson, at 
the Woman’s Exchange Building, New York 
City. Miss Thompson will be assisted by Miss 
Edith Thomas, who will recite an original poem 
entitled ‘‘ Chelonis, a Daughter of Sparta,” and 
Dr. S. R. Elliott, who will read an unpublished 
story of the war, called ‘‘ The Two Deserters.” 


THE AMERICAN AUTHORS’ GUILD, which has 
now a membership of about 250, and is increas- 
ing at an average of about 25 members a 
month, at its recent monthly meeting appointed 
an Entertainment Committee, to meet on April 
20, to arrange a programme of authors’ read- 
ings to be given at Music Hall. The commit- 
tee is composed of Mrs. Ella Wheeler Wilcox, 
Dr. Coan, Gen. Wilson, and F. D. Thomas. It 
is expected that at this entertainment a number 
of well-known readers will be present. The 
Committee on Postal Reform reported that a 
bill will be introduced at the next session of 
Congress providing that authors’ manuscripts 
may pass through the mails at third-class rates. 





NOTES ON CATALOGUES. 


Mr. F. MADAN has been long engaged in 
the compilation of a ‘‘Summary Catalogue of 
Western Manuscriptsin the Bodleian Library at 
Oxford which have not hitherto been cata- 
logued in the Quarto Series.” Vols. 1. and I. 
will consist of a new edition of the Old Cata- 
logue of Bodleian mss., by Dr. E. Bernard and 
others, published in 1697; vol. 11. (collections 
received during the eighteenth century) will be 
issued immediately ; and the work will extend 
to six volumes in all. Among collections and 
correspondence summarized in the forthcoming 
volume are those of Grabe, Hody, Richard 
Rawlinson, Cherry, Bernard, Hearne, Thomas 
Smith, Thomas Carte, John Walker, Ballard, 
Browne Willis, and other eighteenth century 
scholars. Many of them are of considerable in- 
terest for the general history of Great Britain, 
and for colonial and foreign topography, as 
well as for the history of many branches of 
learning. 


Joun BELLows, Gloucester, Eng., is printing 
a limited number of ‘‘ The Bibliographer’s 
Manual of Gloucestershire Literature,” being a 
classified catalogue of books, pamphlets, broad- 
sides, and other printed matter relating to the 
county of Gloucester, or to the city of Bris- 
tol, with descriptive and explanatory notes. 
The joint authors, who have been engaged on 
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the work for seven years past, are F. A. Hyett, 
deputy-chairman of the Gloucestershire Quarter- 
Sessions, and the Rev. W. Bazeley, rector of 
Matson, near Gloucester. They have confined 
themselves strictly to books of topographical 
interest ; that is to say, they have excluded, for 
the most part, works on general subjects whose 
only association with the county is that they 
are by local authors, or were locally printed. 
In addition to an index of authors and local 
printers, there will be a special bibliography of 
Chatterton and the Rowley poems. The work 
will form three volumes of not less than 400 
pages each, the first of which will be ready 
shortly. 


TE SMITHSONIAN INSTITUTION, Washington, 
D. C., has issued a ‘‘ Bibliography of Aceto- 
Acetic Ester and its derivatives,” by Paul H. 
Seymour, instructor in chemistry, Lake Forest 
Univ., Mich. It has been the purpose of the 
compiler, who worked under the direction of 
Professor Albert B. Prescott, of the University 
of Michigan, and the assistance of Professor 
Paul C. Freer, of the same university, to point 
out the existing literature upon aceto-acetic 
ester rather than to make an addition to this 
literature. The outlines of memoirs are there- 
fore given, not to enable the reader to do with- 
out the originals, but to help him to find just 
the ones he may require. The word ‘‘ ester” 
has been used to mean an acid in which the 
carboxylic hydrogen has been replaced by an 
alkyl radical, and, where the alkyl radical is not 
specified, ethylisunderstood. The bibliography 
is arranged in chronological order, with author 
and subject indices appended.
